follows: 



1 . I am the sole inventor of the invention described and claimed in 
U.S. Patent No. 5,940,162 (herein the '162 Patent). I make this Declaration in support of 
my Application for Reissue of the ' 162 Patent, and I believe that I am the original and 
first inventor of the subject matter which is described and claimed in the '162 Patent as 
well as the subject matter claimed in the attached Application for Reissue thereof. 

2. I have not assigned any rights to the ' 1 62 Patent. 

3 . I have reviewed and understand the contents of the specification 
and the claims of the '162 Patent, including new claims 3-21 presented herewith in the 
Preliminary Amendment of the Application for Reissue of the '162 Patent. 

4. I acknowledge the duty to disclose to the Patent Office all 
information known to us to be material to patentability as defined in 37 C.F.R. § 1 .56. 

5 . I believe the ' 1 62 Patent to be wholly or partly inoperative or 
invalid, by reason of my inadvertently (and without deceptive intent or intent to disclaim) 
claiming less than I had a right to claim in the patent. 

6. One of the errors sought to be corrected by the present Application 
for Reissue of the '162 Patent concerns the fact that Claim 1, the broadest claim, directed 
to "an assembling structure for assembling a fit-on spectacle frame with an original 
spectacle frame" recites, inter alia, two sockets formed on sides of a bridge of the 
original spectacle frame and two sockets formed on sides of a bridge of the fit-on 
spectacle frame, a magnet received in each of the sockets, and a locating hole on the 
bridge of the original spectacles and a locating pin on the bridge of the fit-on spectacles. 
These limitations, either alone or in combination, unduly limit the protection to which I 
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am entitled because the disclosure of the specification covers and enablingly discloses 
both this originally-claimed configuration of the locating hole and pin as well as an 
inverse configuration and multiple other variants. Furthermore, although I inserted the 
limitation of a locating hole and pin (using the specific exemplary configuration thereof 
as described above) into the claim during prosecution to overcome prior art, the inverse 
configuration and variations thereof would also overcome the prior art, and such 
configurations or variations were never implicitly or explicitly disclaimed. Finally, the 
specification in no way requires that the locating hole and pin be a separate structure 
from the magnets. 

7. All errors which are being corrected in the present Application for 
Reissue of the '162 Patent up to the time of filing of this declaration arose without any 
deceptive intention on the part of the Applicant.
